“ In his pocket the Wisconsin boy 
proudly carried a letter which he re­ 
ceived last week from Faderewskl, 
who is now in Switzerland. 
The let­ 
ter contained funds for the expense 
of the boy’s trip to New York. 
“ You must be prepared to staj 
two years,* wrote Mr. Faderewski, 
'and during that time I will contri­ 
bute expenses for your living. Your
